Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that Wakayama does not disclose deviating from a 
frequency hopping pattern according to the limitations in claim 1. According to applicant, the frequency hopping 
pattern of the present invention provides for switching frequencies in a predetemnined order, and deviating from the 
pattern constitutes choosing one of those frequencies and transmitting on that frequency for a period of time. The 
Examiner stated, according to the broadest reasonable interpretation of claim 1 , that Wakayama shows a frequency 
hopping pattern in claim 5 for a device 1a in which the device transmits on a frequency f1 , then on a frequency f3, each 
for the same period of time. The Examiner maintained the position of the previous Office action that by transmitting on 
one of these frequencies for an extended period of time, such as disclosed by Wakayama (col. 9, lines 63-65), the 
reference meets the limitation of deviating from a frequency hopping pattern by selecting a single frequency and 
transmitting on this frequency for a period of time. It is the Examiner's position that the frequency hopping pattern of 
claim 1 provides no limitation concerning an order of frequency use .
